eso Under the new scheme, 
anybody is at liberty to choose his, 
or her, doctor for consultation, 
advice and treatment; but. the 
doctor’s services will be—if the 
patient so desires—free of charge. 
He will be paid by the State, via 
the local branch of a Central 
Medical Board; but otherwise 
the relationship between patient 
and doctor will be as it is at 
present.. That is only the be- 
ginning of the service, In the 
second place, it provides, . in}. 


Health, ‘first-class specialist and 
consultant advice’’. for every- 
body who may require it jn every 
part of the country. Drugs and 
medicines will be free; the hos- 
pitals will be improved, brought 
up to date, and kept in touch 
with the most modern methods ; 
the optical and dental services 
which are now available to the 
jmass of school-children, and to 
those adults who nowadays pay 
contributions towards them, will 
become. the automatic right 
of every citizen. Naturally, a 
scheme of such magnitude will 
demand a great deal of money: 
the cost is reckoned at nearly 
£150,000,000 a year—or_ between 
£3 and £4 per head of the popu- 
lation. It will not be-‘‘ contribu- 
tory,’’ in the sense that people 
will pay a direct sum weekly, or 
monthly, towards its financing ;/P° 
but the cost will be met out of 
the moneys which will be paid, 
whether as “contribution ” or as 
taxation, to create the compre- 


ance that is envisaged under 
the ‘‘ Beveridge plan’—or what- 
ever alternative the Government 
may approve. 

Can the “ private ' doctor sur- 
álvive under this new dispensation? 
So far as the general practitioner 
is concerned, we doubt it. In all 
probability there will be people 
who, for a number of years, will 
continue to visit—and to pay— 
the family doctor, if only out of 
a feeling of false snobbishness ; 
but few citizens of Great Britain 
will have money to burn after 
this war, and the man who 
insists upon the payment of a 


pays for the same benefits in the 
form of social insurance “con- 
tribution’’ will learn common- 
sense sooner or later. Specialists 
There always will 


who can command any fee within 
reason from wealthy patients; 
and such leaders may find it to 
their advantage to remain in 
private practice. Private prac- 
tice is not forbidden either to 
specialist or to “ G.P.” under the 
White Paper’s proposals; but, as 
we see it, the number of private 
practitioners will dwindle year 
by year, and the State system 
will take control. It is less clear 
how the hospitals will be affected. 
Nobody can doubt that the trend 
will be towards larger hospitals|> 
and sanatoria, and more of them, 
if only because the doctors will 
be consulted more frequently 
by an increasing number of 
patients. For example, cases of 
tuberculosis—to name only one 
disease—will be diagnosed both 
earlier and more often, with a 
resultingly greater demand for 
accommodation. A certainty 16 
that the whole scheme will, be a 
centre of raging discussion for a 
long time to come.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Sizn,—A good deal of useful dis- 
cussion has taken place on the plat- 
form and in the Press with regard 
to post-war agriculture in Éire, 
There are a few important points, 
however, which should be borne in 
mind when considering the matter: 

(1) Unless our farmers are pros- 
perous, the country, as a whole, 
need not expect to prosper. 

(2) Certain essential commodities, 
such as coal, tea, steel, raw 
materials for our industries, etc. 
will have to be imported, and 
these must be paid for in the main 
by the export of agricultural pro- 
ducts. 

(3) Goods for export will have to 
compete the world’s markets; con- 
sequently, cost of production should 
be kept as low as possible. 

(4) Subsidies and bounties, to 
augment selling prices, while some- 
times necessary in cases of emer- 
gency, cannot he considered as 
sound economics over long periods 
when ‘times are normal. If the sub- 
sidies are withdrawn, the farmers 
would not be in any better position 
meet, world competitors than 
before the subsidies were granted.

If Mainie Jellett had to say what, 
in her distinguished career as an 
artist, had given her most satisfac- 
tion, she would robably find it dif- 
ficult to choose etween, on the one 
hand, the justifiable pride she felt 
at being. chosen by the Government 
to design the murals for the Irish 
Pavilion at the Glasgow Exhibition, 
in.’ 1937, and,. on the other, the 
amusement and consolation she de- 
tived from the complete trust her 
child students reposed in her. 

Her Glasgow murals were, of 
course, intended for a temporary 
effect, but the pride she felt in the 
commission was evident from the 
eagerness with which she showed 
the original sketches for the dif- 
ferent works of the series to visi« 
tors to her studio.
